Reiss w arned against farm ing on 
a small scale to keep dow n the 
am ount borrowed.

Carefully Planted Bulbs Mean 
Fine Blooming Garden in the Spring 


By HENRY PREE 
I 
Autumn, of course, is lily plant­ 
ing time and the earlier you get 
the bulbs in the ground, the better 
for next year’s bloom. 
It is well to make a distinction 
between the stem rooting lilies and 
those whjgh root only from the I 
base of the bulb. 
Regel and Aura 
turn afe examples of the former 
and should be planted seven to j 
nine inches deep. 
Base rooters, 
such as Candidum and Superbum 
;are planted with only about four 
inches of soil over them. 
II the 
bulbs are apt to arrive late, pre 
pare their beds and cover with 
leaves to prevent freezing. 
As soon as frost has blackened 
the dahlias their tubers should be 
carefully dug, cured 
and stored 
until next May. 
Gladioli, too, will 
soon 
be ready 
for digging 
and 
treating. 
Their leaves had better 
be left on until the corms have 
been sun-dried for a week. 
Cover 
them on frosty nights. 
Of the spring - blooming bulbs 
which are autumn-planted, tulips 
can he safely left until last.

'Paul Writes to The Corinthians' 


I Cor. 1:1-3; 10-15; 21-25 
MEMORY VERSE: “ I determin 
et! not to know anything among 
you, save Jesus Christ, and Him 
crucified.” (I Cor. 2:2) 


INTRODUCTION—With this lea 
son we begin a three-month study 
11 of the letters of the great Apostle. 
Ii Paul. Someone has said that there 
I is no doubt bu. that he is God’s 
top m an through all the ages. He 
has had more influence 
on the 
world *or Christ than any other 
person in all history. 
He is the 
author of thirteen of the twenty 
seven books of the New Testam ent 


P a u ls 
writings 
are 
simple 
enough that .he average individual 
can understand them, and they are 
profound enough 
that the most 
learned 
scholar 
can 
appreciate 
them. No m atter what one’s abit 
ity may be, he is drawn closer to 
the heart of God by studying Paul’s 
epistles. 


The early church at Corinth was 
trying to witness for Christ in the 
midst of terrible evil and corrup 
tion. 
P au l’s letters to them were 
to encourage and instruct them in 
their work. 
I THE CHURCH AT CORINTH 
(V. 1-3) 
Notice that the Apostle calls the 
m em bers of the Corinthian church 
“ saints.” 
The 
meaning of this 
word is, “ those who are separated 
from the world,” or, “ set apart." 
Every true Christian is a saint 
Please note that I have said every7 
“ tru e” Christian. 
The church of today has lost 
much of its spiritual power, be 
cause too many people who are 
not saints have been adm itted to 
membership. 
Every local church 
bas on its roll m em bers who are 
not “ born a ,nin” Christians. These 
are not saints. 
They are bound 
for eternal hell just the sam e as 
the hardest sinner who is not a 
church member. 
Please note that w'hat Paul writes 
is for, “ all that in every place call 
upon the nam e of Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” This m eans you and me! 
II THE SPIRIT IN THE CHURCH 
(V. IO 15) 
In v erst IO we see that God in 
tended that this church at Corinth 
be “ perfectly joined 
together.” 
However, it seems that divisions 
had entered into the congregation. 


Some of the folks were saying; 
“ I am of Paul.-’ 
Some were say 
ing, “ I am of Apollos.” Others 
were saying that they were of Ce 
phas.” while still others said, “ I 
am of 
hrist.” 


This is not at all uncommon. 
lf you have been in church very 
long, you know that there are some 
people who have become attracted 
to one 
particular 
preacher. 
It 
makes no difference how many 
pastors might follow this one man, 
these individuals still cling to their 
favorite pastor. They com pare all 
pastors with him. 


The truth of the m atter is that 
Christians should not worship any 
pastor, 
but 
God. 
On the other 
hand, a pastor should never build 
a church family around himself, 
but around Christ! 
Ill THE CHURCH’S MESSAGE 
(V. 21-25) 
The message of the church should 
always be “ Christ crucified” for 
the atonement of lost m an ’s sin 
As we ead here; “ It is God’s good 
pleasure through the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that be 
lieve.” Please note that this scrip­ 
ture does not say, “ through fool­ 
ish preach-ng.” 
There is much 
foolish preaching which does not 
touch m a n ’s salvation. 
This kind 
of preaching is not the message of 
the true church. 


Here is what it m eans: Does it 
not seem rather foolish that a per 
son can hear a spirit-filled sermon 
from a warm -hearted preacher of 
the gospel, and as a result, be sav 
ed for ail eternity? Yet, that is 
God’s plan! That is the prim ary 
reason 
for the establishment of 
churches 
That is why God calls 
pastors, evangelists and mission 
aries. 
H t wants them to preach 
the true gospe so that those who 
hear might be saved. 
CONCLUSION — The church of 
Corinth was no different in many 
respects than many church fam 
dies 
to today. 
They had 
their 
saints, who served the Lord dili 
gently. 
They had their little con 
tendons which arose out of ignor 
ance and misunderstanding. 
Any 
time 
you 
see contention 
in 
a 
church family, you may be sure 
that ignorance has raised his ugly 
head. 
Whe 
God’s people under 
stand a program of activity, they
